DR. STANLEY DEALS 

WITH HEALTH MATTERS 


was entirely lacking in co-operation. 
Provincial organization was altogeth¬ 
er inadequate to undertake any real 
progressive assistance in the task. 
The Municipal organizations were in 
many cases non-existent and in other 
cases entirely inactive and in all cases 
without any co-operation. 

An instance of the lack of co-oper¬ 
ation between the Municipalities was 
seen in the fact that the Cities prac¬ 
tically commandeered all the trained 
nurses in the Province and left the 
rural districts and smaller towns to 
shift for themselves. The present 
system of Hospitals was inadequate 
and regarded their obligation as strict¬ 
ly local and were concerned only with 
the cure of diseases and not with their 
prevention. He paid a tribute to the 
Medical and Nursing professions and 
eulogised them for their faithfulness 
and sacrifice during the recent epi¬ 
demic. He contended that under the 
present system of health endeavours 
these professional persons were com¬ 
pelled to place their business upon a 
commercial basis. Their efforts to¬ 
wards preventing disease were entire¬ 
ly altruistic and given voluntarily for 
the public good. 

Dr. Stanley suggested the following 
remedies:— -. 

-1. All health organizations through¬ 
out the length and breadth of the 
Province should be put under one cen¬ 
tral administration department at 
Edmonton. It was absolutely impos¬ 
sible to limit health endeavours with¬ 
in the boundaries of Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts.

It was 
also declared, that Mr. Schrag had 
every evidence of the goodwill of-the 
townspeople and the country people. 
A strong protest was entered to the 
Presbytery by a^delegation consisting 
of Mr. H. J. Cook, representing the 
Church Session, Messrs. Jehnejohn 
and Graham, representing the Board 
of Managers, and Mr. A. M. Trail, the 
adherents—This deputation met the 
Presbytery at Nanton on Monday, and 
stated their case with such evident 
sincerity and earnestness that the 
Presbytery resolved to urge Mr. 
Schrag to withdraw his resignation 
as his work iat apparently not com¬ 
pleted. _ z 

The resignation of Mr. Schrag came 
a sa distinct surprise to the people 
of Vulcan and district, but it is with 
sincere pleasure that they learn of his 
resolve to withdraw his resignation. 
They have assured him that he has 
the support of the community and 
Church behind him. 


Outlines Need* of the Province to 
Car^y on Health Improvement’ 


The Rev. A. R. Schrag tendered his 
resignation of the Vulcan Church to 
the Presbytery of High River, and the 
congregation hel^l a meeting on Sun¬ 
day night at which Mr. Schrag sta'ted 
his reasons for wishing to relinquish 
the work. Briefly, his points were 
that the support of the congregation 
was lacking in workers, particularly 
for the Sunday School, the growth of 
which was phenomlnal, and there 
seemed to be an indifference, if not 
opposition, tq his activities in .trying 
to prevent flagrant 1 lawlessness with 
regard to the infractions of the Al¬ 
berta Liquor Act, and of social vice. 

The congregation expressed, them¬ 
selves as greatly surprised and dis¬ 
appointed that their minister should 
resign. Every assurance was given 
of . accord and sympathy and greater 


The Legislature opened on Tuesday 
the 5th inst. 

Speech from the throne was the 
usual formal statement which did not 
foretell much in respect to the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

A large body of representative cit¬ 
izens interested in industrial advance 
in the province were gathered in con¬ 
vention to promote industrial research 
work in the province. The purpose 
of the convention was urged upon the 
Government of the formation of an 
industrial research bureau which 
would ascertain the available resour¬ 
ces with the Province and would co¬ 
operate with all classes of business 
men in utilizing the resources of the 
Province in industrial undertakings. 

The opening speech of the Premier 
gave some account of the interprovin¬ 
cial conference at Ottawa. The Pre¬ 
mier stated that the question of nat¬ 
ural resources was still in abeyance 
but that Sir Thomas White, Acting 
Pre v»r of Canada, had promised to 
taki some definite action in the near 
future. Premier Stewart also an¬ 
nounced that considerable public 
works would be undertaken in the 
early Spring in order to give labor to 
our returning soldiers. He also prom¬ 
ised that telephone construction would 
be commenced.. He also announced 
that the telephone rentals throughout 
the Province would be advanced. 

Mr. Hoadley’s speech was elevating 
and inspiring. He dealt with the 
question of reconstruction and urged 
that it should be one that meant the 
^reconstruction of our whole social as 
well as financial life; he urged the 
necessity of education and advocated 
that the Government should prepare 
many of the returning soldiers as 
teachers for our public schools. He 
knew of no better way that true Brit¬ 
ish sentiment could be advanced. 

Dr. Stanley in an hours address 
dealt with the matter of public 
health. It was a speech of real con¬ 
structive criticism. He contended 
that public health was Alberta’s 
greatest public utility. He divided 
all health agencies in the Province-in¬ 
to four classes, namely:—

partment, that any resident of the 
Provincfrr«f ’ Alberta should be admit¬ 
ted to any hospital within the Prov¬ 
ince and that the care given in the hos¬ 
pital should be absolutely free. In 
this regard he pleaded that tubercular 
patients taken into the new tubercular 
hospital when constructed should be 
on a free basis. 

3. He urged that the Medical and 
Nursing professions be provincialized. 
In this way these servants of the 
people could be systematically dis¬ 
tributed where they could do the most 
good. He believed that any person 
whose duty it was to care for the 
health of the people of the Province 
should not be placed in a position 
where he hap to commercialize his 
occupation. 

His recommendations therefore mean 
that all four health agencies, namely: 

Provincial Board of Health. 

Municipal Boards of Health. 

Hospitals and Medical and Nursing 
professions should be used for all peo¬ 
ple of the Province of Alberta and 
paid in likewise for th,eir work.

CRACKED CORN TS BETTER FOR 
POULTRY 


The following: article was prepared 
by the Division of Public Health Ed¬ 
ucation connected with the New 
York State Department of Health. ,

When feeding corn to poultry it 
should not be forgotten that when us¬ 
ing the whole grain fowls can readily 
obtain a full meal with very little ex- 
This is detrimental to egg 
production inasmuch as birds are apt 
to become too fa t. It is much bettei 
to have the corn cracked and scattered 
in the litter so that the flock will have- 
to work for it. Oats when fed whole 
are not eagerly eaten unless prepared 
in some way. A new oat called 
“Liberty," originated at the Central 
Experimental Farm, and now being 
introduced into public use, threshes 
out free from hull, and has therefore 
a special value in poultry feeding. 

These points are brought out in a 
recently issued bulletin, No. 91 of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms, and 
obtainable from the Publication! 
Branch of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture at Ottawa, which deals fully with 
up the balanced ration,grain and by- 
up the balanced raion, grain and by¬ 
products, green foods, animal foods 
and mineral foods, Mid tells how t< 
combine and use these in the feeding 
of hens, tuikeys, guinea fowl, ducks 
and geese.

it least equal to that caused by the

this State, in the month of October 
done, approximately 32,000 lives were 
lost, while in the country as a whole 
100,000 people are believed to have 
Jied of so-called influenza during the 
months of September, October and 
November. 

It is questionable if any recorded 
epidemic has produced in a similai 
pace of time such disastrous results, 
yet, despite the efforts of an army 
'f research workers both here and 
abroad, the definite causative agent oi 
.he disease remains to-day unknown. 

> Until proof to the contrary is forth¬ 
coming, it must be assumed that the 
epidemic represented a very virulent 
form of the same disease which has 
spread throughout the world from 
time to time for many centuries, and 
numerous excellent records of which 
are available for study in medical. Ij.t^. 
erature. 

At the present time, says the Com¬ 
missioner, there is no exact diagnostic 
procedure which may. be relied upon 
positively to differentiate.epidemic in¬ 
fluenza from severe “colds” accom¬ 
panied by fever, cough and prostra¬ 
tion, and frequently followed by pneu-^ 
monia, such colds being due to a var¬ 
iety of well-known organisms. Nev¬ 
ertheless, there are certain fairly 
characteristic symptoms in typical 
cases of epidemic influenza which at 
present justify a clinical diagnosis of 
that disease. 

Investigation by the .State Depart¬

Speaking at a dinner given by the 
Board of the Natipnal Canadian Ex¬ 
hibition to delegates attending, the 
Livestock Convention aj^thc Ring 
Edward Hotel, Toronto, on Thursday, 
Hon. T. A- Crerar, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture announced that nearly a^nil- 
lion dollars is being appropriated this 
year for the construction of a Gov-, 
ernment cold storage plant, at Mont¬ 
real. Work, he said, would bo com¬ 
menced this Summer and the plant, 
when completed, would be one of the 
best equipped-and ino.n up-to-date 
of its kind in the world.
